Following the Label le Otsco boabing and the clear evidence that Libya 
directed It. the President directed an attack against Libya's terrorist 
Infrastructure. It was Intended priaarlly to preempt or disrupt further 
Libyan operations abroad. Additionally It would signal to Libya that state- 
sponsored terrorism carries a high cost, would weaken Libyan conventional 
power projection, and encourage those opposed to the policies of the (Jadhaff 
regime. This guidance, the objectives, and direction given to SecOef/JCS 
were passed to CINCE'ja :nd his components. From this, USCINCEUR and the 
executing forces devel feasible military options to support the mlssi:-. 
These plans (options! reviewed, modified, and revised at successive 
levels of command throu:! JCS to the Secretary and the President. I

Rules of Enoaoement 

The following special rules of engagement for operation CLOORAOO CANTOH 
were approved. These rules are In addition to peacetime rules of enga^e^ent 
and those previously approved for operation ATTAIN OOCUNENT (Gulf of Utri 
operations): 
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- Ninlaize collateral danage. Hake every reasonable atteapt to Halt 
daaage to other than designated allltary targets. 

- ROC were chosen because through the Iterative planning process. 
USCIHCEUR had requested ROC that he considered necessary to conduct 
the Mission. These reconaendatlons were reviewed and aodlfled 
throughout the planning process aed finally approved by the Sec3ef Mi 
the President.

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The Libyan respon-. > from the denlna Airfield Mas relatively light. 
There were surface- to- jir nissilcs fired, but the aircrews on that strike 
easily avoided the surfjce*. to-air ulsslles. However, against the Bengha- 
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Barracks and alternate Headquarters, the anti-aircraft fire and $urface-tD- 
air missile fire was very Intense.' Against the Sidi Bllal Terrorist 
Facility, the Libyan response ^as fairly light. Against Aziziyah Barracks 
and Headquarters, the Libyan response was very heavy. Additionally, flares 
were fired into the air; apparently an atteapt by the Libyans to- llljai-ats 
the sky to aid their anti-aircraft fire. Against the Tripoli Military 
Airport, they had light to Moderate AAA and surface-to-air missile response. 
Of the aircraft that aborted on the western side, there were three alrcr-'t 
that aborted prior to the strike against Aziziyah Barracks. One was das t: 
an engine hot light and that aircraft later landed at Rota and was repalr-i 
and proceeded on back to Great Britain. One had an engine instrument 
failure; one had an afterburner failure and was not able to complete the 
stHke. Additionally, over that target, one had a generator failure. 
Against the Tripoli Military Airport, one aircraft aborted with failure a' 
his terrain-following radar. Against Benina Air Base. 'Oite A-5jaborted f-. 
the «ir. The reason for the two A-^ aborts at Benina te M i i ki i u e i r; At S1-' 
Bilal and Benghazi Barracks, all aircraft that were scheduled nade their 
strikes. Additionally, over the Aziziyah Barracks, there was one F-lll 
did not roturn. Whether he dropped his bombs on the target or not is net 
clearly known, and he appar ently went down off the coast about four ralle:

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Perfofwance 

Tht raid accospllstied the OYcrall assigned alsslon. Target results are 
based on a conparlson of target daaage as coapared to the Instructions given 
In the EXECUTE OftOER, Including the desired targets and the no-strike areas. 





The reasons for the difference between objectives and results vary but our 
review suggests the following factors co^lned to produce a very demanding, 
"busy cockpit* mission: 

- Sophisticated, Integrated, high threat envlroment. 

- Long flights prior to target. 

- Heavy AAA and nunerous SAN firings. 

- Conservative interpretation of national guidance (all weapon systems 
fully operational) coapllcated alsslon tactics beyond the level 
nomally encountered In coabat or conbat training. 

Specific systeas performed well within expected acceptable limits. No 
extraordinary preparations were made for the operation. Contingency plans 
had been made for additional targets but they were not selected for this 
mission.

The efficacy of connand arrangements and effectiveness/coordination of the 
Air Force and Naval forces Is assessed as superb. Perhaps the most tell Ins 
fact Is the exact on time TOT by forces based 3000 miles apart. A very 
complex Joint strike plan successfully Integrated strike and strike-support 
(ECN, C3CII. EU, CAP, SAR) air and naval forces. ROE were appropriate and 
provided the operational latitude to plan and conduct the strike In a 
tactically sound manner. 

• The aircrews, as the pri-nary strike planners, were given the flexiblllty to 

develop attack plans and force packages. Each target area had several 
desired target elements (aim polnti). The selection of aim points and 
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ounltlons Nas left to the crem atteekleg that target area, uhlle the 
direction to Halt collateral danige and ■iel.ize the risk to the alrer-wj 
may seaa to have reduced flexibility on the target run (no alternate 
• targets). It was the complexity of five simultaneous attacks which deaanded 
the carefully orchestrated nffl.lns°and attack axes. 

The direction to limit collateral daMge resulted In a more-dlfflcult. no-s- 
dcMndlng mission for the aircrews. CoMnd elements of the executing 
forces Interpreted the direction to limit collateral damage very 
conserratlvely. This led to requirements of redundancy In operating .eapot 
delivery systems not specifically required by ROE or natlenal-level 
guidance. Specifically, all delivery systems had to be fully operational t, 
atuek a Urgit; additionally, there Mere not alternate targets to atUck U 
case of minor system degrade In only one delivery systei. The loss of 
systems, therefore, simply reduced the mm*er of weapons to be delivered 01 
the targets. There was some Mplanatd daeagc. It occurred because, as 
expected, not every munition dropped by our aircraft hit precisely on the 
Intended target. In short, we missed a few. Additionally. Libyan SWs 
other non-US weapons caused daMge In Tripoli to an unknom extent. 
Evidence to support this view was provided by Libyan and International =et!!5 
television footage showing SA-Z and SAO SAN booster rockets (purportedly 
pieces of downed US aircraft) being pulled from wrecked buildings. The S;-! 
booster rocket, for exaiiple. Is 8.5 feet long, 3 feet in diameter, and 
weighs approximately 1350 lbs after fuel expenditure. Despite the self- 
destruct feature found on Soviet SAHs. It is not Impossible that one or 
of the SAH warheads may actually have exploded on Impact, causing even .nore 
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destruction In the Inaedlate area. Finally, it is noted that falling 
shrapneV froa conventional AAA weapons, aanr of which were observed active 
during the night of the- raid, nay have caused additional casualties and/ar 
'daMge since AAA rounds will explode on contact with the ground if not 
fused. 
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The Libyan air defense systes ms surprised. A great deal of confusion was 
noted. Benlna Airfield had rumiay lights on and radio navigation aids 
operating at the tlae of attack. 
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Lessons Learned 




The Joint planning and operations systet worked well. The iterative process 
allowed everjpone Involved to understand the objectives and plan accordingly. 
C3 was clear and understood resulting in a successful execution. 

Additionally we confirmed that our sophisticated equipMnt works. Without 
that sophistication this mission was siaply undoable. We sthn iiullon wt
